Hobson Pleads Guilty

Judge Eris Paul Dies 
At The Age Of 80 


Dignitaries from all over the 
state gathered here Friday, Oct. 27, 
along with relatives and a host of 
frjends to pay tribute to Judge Eris 
F! Paul. Funeral services were held 
at First Baptist Church of Elba. : 

The church was unable to hold 
the large crowd and a number of 
people stood out front while the 
service was conducted inside. 

The man, Judge Paul, would be 
hard to describe in just one word. 
He was a husband, father, judge, 
leader, teacher, politician and much 
more , but most importantly he was 
rn friend to all. 

* Judge Paul was born in 1909 at 
Wilkinstown, a small community in 
north Coffee County, where he 
spent his childhood and teen years. 

‘He graduated from Elba High 
School in 1929, after which he at- 
tended the University of Alabama 
where he received his degree in law 
in 1937. After five years of practic- 
ing law with a private firm in Elba, 
Judge Paul was inducted into the 
military, where he served for four 
years. 

Judge Paul was elected Circuit 
Judge of the 12th Judicial Circuit in 
1952 where he served until his re- 
tirement in ‘1976. He ran for the of- 
fice unopposed each term after his 
initial election. 

After the Judge's retirement, he 
continued his judicial activity in a 
supernumerary status on assign- 
ment by the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama. =: 

Judge Paul served on a special 
State Supreme Court in 1976 when 
the elected Coum was unable to 
serve due to legal reasons.

The Judge served on the Univer- 
sity of Alabama Board of Trustees 
from 1954 until 1975 and as an 
emeritus trustee since 1975, He was 
an avid supporter of the University 
in all of its endeavors. 

The University of Alabama Law 
School recently established the 
Judge Eris F. Paul scholarship with- 
in the University of Alabama Law 
School Foundation._This scholar- 


-Ship aids deserving students in ob- 


taining their law degree. 

Judge Paul served as president 
of the Alabama Circuit Judges As- 
sociation and as a member of the 


State Bar Commission. He was also 
selected as a member of the first 


Ethics Commission for the State of | 


Alabama. 


He was selected to receive the 


Distinguished Alumni Award pre- 


sented by the University of Ala-. 


bama in 1988. The Judge was 
named the Senior Citizen of the 
Year for Elba in 1980. 


Judge Paul served his church as 
a deacon and taught the Men's 
Bible Class for more than 30 years. 

His love for his church was ex- 
emplified by his wishes that contri- 
butions be made to the First Baptist 
Church of Elba in lieu of flowers 
being sent, 

The Judge was on the regional 
committee for the Boy Scouts from 
the Dothan District. He was a lead- 
er in procuring land and building 
materials for the construction of the 
Boy Scout Reservation in Coffee 
County. 

Judge Paul was married to Jean 
Richardson Paul from Macon 
County and they had one daughter, 
Jeanice Paul Kirkland of Andalusia 
and one son, Coffee County Sheriff 
Brice Paul of Enterprise. The Judge 
had three grandchildren and one 
great-grandson. 

No matter how much the Judge 
did for his fellow man, state and 
community, he will always be re- 
membered for downplaying all of it 
by saying that “our purpose in life 
is to help our neighbors.”

Chuck Daugherty and Kirby Law- 
ford recently came to Zion Chapel Ele- 
mentary School and gave a presentation 
on cardiopulmonary resuscitation, bet- 
ter known as CPR, The two young men 
were asked to come and give the pres- 
entation by Mrs, Shirley Goodson, 
McGruff instructor at Zion Chapel.
